The site fo r F o rt W o rth yvas select­ 
ed by Major Ripley A rnold of the 
Second Dragoons, United States arm y 
as one of the chain of forts to protect 
settlers from the m a ra u d in g Indians. 
The annexatio n of Texas, followed 
immediately 
by th e Mexican w ar, 
’. resulted in vast acquisitions of t e rr i­ 
tory aud necessitated establishm ent 
of the posts of F o r t W o rth , Clark, 
McKavitt, Mason, G rah am an d others. 
The buildings of old F o r t W o r t i 
were erected on the bluff immediately 
opposite the junction of the west an d 
clear forks of the Trinity river.

In the following editorial calling 
attention to a recent communication 
on state road building and financing 
issued by the W est Texas chamber 
' 
of commerce, the Bridgeport Index 
advocates “a permanent system of 
good roads for Wise county" and 
thinks it is up to our people to take 


■4* 
the initiative: 
"In another column is story under 
the caption of “ The New Highway 
Law." 
The story, written by Porter 
A. Whaley, manager of the West 
Texas chamber of commerce, is ad 
dressed to “ all officers, unit directors 
and secretaries," etc. and we hope it 
will be read and thoughtfully con­ 
sidered 
by e\ery crtrzen 
of Wise 
county, members of the commission­ 
ers’ court especially. 
Wise county 
has long needed a permanent system 
of good roads, but the cost incident 
thereto has been something of a 
barrier. 
But the operation of the 
new highway law removes this great 
obstacle to a great extent. 
The state 
highway department receives yearly 
approximately ten million dollars for 
the construction and maintenance of 
public highways. These highways are 
constructed on a fifty-lifty basis. The 
state and federal governments beal 
half of the expense, 
ll we would get 
a share of this ten million dollars for 
highway building purposes, it is up to 
the people of Wise county to take the 
initiative. 
The highway department 
has the money and is ready to dis­ 
gorge whenever the commissioners’ 
court is authorized to make applies 
tion for it." 
The communication from the West 
.■►Texas chamber of commerce reads as 
follows: 
“ The new highway law of Texas 
has substantially increased amounts 
of funds at the disposal of the state 
highway department. 
The highway 
department is now receiving three- 
^ ^ f o u r t h s of the gasoline tax, in addi- 
^^tion to automobile revenues. 
It also 
receives about $3,800,000 from the 
federal 
government. 
We estimate 
that the state highway department 
now has revenues of approximately 
$10,000,000 a year for use on the 
state highways. 
“ We understand the state will take 
a substantial portion of tins amount 
for maintenance, but the rest of the 
revenue will go into construction. 
These construction funds are allotted 
to counties upon request of the coun­ 
ty court. 
The state does not take 
the inatiativo, but allots funds to th.* 
counties upon their application. 
“Only a few of tho West Texas 
counties have taken advantage of ibis 
aid in the past, whereas the countie s 
of East Texas and Central Texas have 
realized the* advantage of co-operat 
jog with the state on road construc­ 
tion and h a w received the major 
portion of this fund. 
“Since th** I Iii ti traffic follows the 
stat*- highways, we believe it to the 
advantage of every community to get 
these main thorofaies improved a* 
soon as possible. 
We believe that it 
will be found to the county's advan 
tage to co-op* rat* with the state, and 
secure whatever aid is possible*. Prac­ 
tically every county .naa one or m o re 
stat** highways. 
Th* s« are th*' road! 
which carry the heavy traffic, and 
the* state’s aid should he solicited in 
their improvement.
